Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  1971 
being  the  ninety-first  in  the  series  of  Annual  Reports  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  the  County  Borough  of  Tynemouth.  With  re-organisa¬ 
tion  of  both  local  government  and  the  National  Health  Service  looming 
ever  closer,  and  the  inevitable  deep  involvement  in  all  the  attendant 
preparations  so  necessary  to  ensure  a  smooth  and  effective  transition  in 
1974,  it  becomes  increasingly  more  difficult  to  think  retrospectively  for 
the  purpose  of  compiling  such  a  report  as  this.  Nevertheless,  it  is  1971 
with  which  we  are  concerned  in  this  report,  and  I  will  therefore  confine 
my  opening  remarks  to  the  year  in  question.  The  report  itself  is  prepared 
in  accordance  with  the  instructions  contained  in  Department  of  Health 
and  Social  Security  Circular  1/72. 


Staff 

No  major  alterations  in  the  staff  establishment  were  implemented  in 
1971  although  re-arrangements  and  re-designations  within  the  nursing 
staff,  which  commenced  in  1970  in  order  to  meet  the  changing  patterns 
of  need  in  the  domiciliary  nursing  service  and  at  the  same  time  bring 
the  staff  structure  into  line  with  the  recommendations  contained  in  the 
Mayston  Report,  continued  in  1971. 

Mr.  W.  R.  Miller,  Chief  Clerk,  who  joined  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department  on  the  9th  January,  1922,  retired  early  in  the  year.  With 
forty-nine  years  in  the  department,  broken  only  by  war  service,  he  was 
the  longest  serving  member  of  staff  in  this  department  and  one  of  the 
longest  serving  with  the  Corporation.  In  wishing  him  well  for  the  future, 
I  would  like  to  acknowledge  most  sincerely  his  assistance  to  me  on 
numerous  occasions  throughout  my  thirteen  years  with  this  Corporation. 


Vital  Statistics 

In  presenting  this  report  I  would  like  to  draw  particular  attention 
to  certain  features  of  the  vital  statistics  which  are  recorded  therein  in  a 
more  detailed  form. 

The  apparently  dramatic  reduction  in  the  mid-year  population  in 
1971  is  of  course  an  artefact.  The  explanation  lies  in  the  fact  that  1971  was 
a  census  year  and  the  figure  recorded  by  the  Registrar  General  is  thus 
based  upon  more  accurate  calculations  than  in  other  years.  The  reduction 
in  population  is  therefore  much  more  gradual  than  would  appear  by 
direct  comparison  with  the  figure  for  1970. 

The  birth  rate  for  the  year  (14-92  per  thousand  of  population)  con¬ 
tinues  its  downward  trend  and  is  a  little  lower  than  the  national  average 
(16-00  per  thousand  of  population)  for  the  fourth  consecutive  year.  It  is 
once  again  the  lowest  figure  recorded  in  the  Borough  since  records  began. 

The  death  rate  (12-08  per  thousand  of  population),  although  a  little 
lower  than  in  recent  years,  still  remains  slightly  higher  than  the  corres¬ 
ponding  average  figure  for  England  and  Wales  (11-60  per  thousand  of 
population). 


The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  recorded  during  the  year  was  22 
(21  -44  per  thousand  live  births).  It  is  very  encouraging  to  note  that  the 
reduction  seen  in  1970  has  continued  into  1971  and  that  we  are  now 
getting  a  little  closer  to  the  national  average  (18-00  per  thousand  live 
births).  Analysis  of  the  causes  of  death  again  shows  that  by  far  the  greatest 
proportion  occurred  as  a  direct  result  of  prematurity  and/or  congenital 
malformations. 

In  contrast  with  infant  mortality,  there  was  only  one  maternal  death 
recorded  during  1971,  the  first  for  five  years. 

Cancer  mortality  remains  at  almost  the  same  level  as  last  year  and 
accounts  for  21-4%  of  deaths  in  the  Borough.  The  alarming  increase 
in  the  proportion  of  these  deaths  that  is  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  and 
bronchus,  reported  last  year,  is  only  slightly  reduced.  Despite  continued 
local  and  nationwide  coverage  of  the  dangers  of  smoking,  especially 
cigarette  smoking,  this  form  of  cancer  again  accounted  for  almost  one 
third  of  the  total  cancer  deaths.  In  1971  in  Tynemouth  County  Borough 
42  men  and  11  women  died  from  this  largely  preventable  cause. 

Community  Diseases 

Analysis  of  the  figures  provided  by  Consultant  Venereologists  for 
the  attendance  of  Tynemouth  County  Borough  residents  at  centres 
throughout  the  Tyneside  area  in  1971  reveals  that  there  has  been  no 
significant  change  in  the  incidence  of  the  number  of  recorded  cases  of 
venereal  disease  since  last  year.  In  view  of  the  dramatic  increase  in  the 
incidence  of  gonorrhoea  in  recent  years,  we  may  perhaps  be  forgiven  for 
viewing  this  negative  improvement  during  1971  with  a  certain  amount 
of  optimism  as  a  sign  that  the  turning  point  has  at  last  been  reached  and 
that  health  education  measures  are  becoming  more  effective. 

The  spread  of  El  Tor  cholera  across  Asia  in  the  mid-1960’s  at  last 
reached  Europe  at  the  beginning  of  this  decade  and  it  was  almost  inevi¬ 
table  with  the  increased  popularity  of  holidays  abroad  that  the  infection 
would  eventually  find  its  way  into  the  United  Kingdom  again.  The  first 
recorded  case  for  some  80  years,  imported  from  Spain,  was  in  fact  found 
in  a  neighbournig  local  authority  area  and  the  surveillance  of  returning 
holidaymakers  from  the  infected  zone  involved  a  lot  of  additional  work 
for  members  of  the  staff  at  a  time  of  the  year  when  similar  arrangements 
for  contacts  of  cases  of  typhoid  contracted  abroad  have  become  quite 
commonplace.  Fortunately,  the  high  standards  of  environmental  hygiene 
and  sanitation  in  this  country  are  such  that,  although  cases  of  cholera 
will  undoubtedly  continue  to  be  imported  from  time  to  time,  the  condition 
itself  is  unlikely  to  get  a  foothold.  This  of  course  does  not  mean  that  we 
can  afford  to  be  complacent  and  relax  our  very  necessary  control  measures. 

Influenza  virus  A  infections,  which  remained  at  a  very  low  ebb 
throughout  the  particularly  mild  winter  at  the  beginning  of  this  year, 
began  to  increase  in  numbers  rapidly  in  the  last  two  weeks  of  the  year 
and  reached  a  peak  about  four  weeks  after  New  Year  in  1972. 

1971  was  not  a  measles  year,  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  in 
general  was  very  low  and  the  increase  in  whooping  cough  notifications 
reported  in  1970  dropped  again  dramatically.  The  recorded  incidence  of 
tuberculosis  also  showed  a  decrease,  and  once  again  there  were  no  cases 
of  diphtheria  or  poliomyelitis. 

Community  Health  Services 

The  attachment  scheme  of  local  authority  nursing  staff  to  general 


medical  practitioners  which  was  introduced  on  the  1st  November,  1970, 
proceeded  without  difficulty  throughout  1971.  As  the  year  drew  to  its 
close,  it  was  evident  that  deployment  of  nursing  resources  in  this  way 
creates  a  sense  of  team  spirit  which  enhances  job  satisfaction  and  brings 
the  service  itself  into  closer  contact  with  those  members  of  the  public 
who  really  need  it  most. 

The  implementation  of  the  Local  Authority  Social  Services  Act, 
1970,  on  the  1st  April,  1971,  in  effect  transferred  the  responsibility  for  the 
administration  of  the  Mental  Health  Service,  the  Home  Help  Service  and 
certain  other  functions,  to  the  newly  set  up  Social  Services  Department. 
This  changeover,  which  coincided  with  the  transfer  of  the  Junior  Training 
Centre  to  the  Local  Education  Authority  as  a  Special  School  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  of  the  Education  (Handicapped  Children)  Act,  1970,  was 
accomplished  smoothly.  It  is  now  essential  to  maintain  and  consolidate 
the  goodwill  that  already  exists  between  departments  to  ensure  the 
efficient  continuity  of  these  services  and  provide  solid  foundations  upon 
which  to  build  the  necessary  multi-disciplinary  bridges  of  communication 
and  collaboration  that  will  be  required  after  local  authority  and  National 
Health  Service  re-organisation  in  1974. 

In  November  work  commenced  upon  the  erection  of  a  Health 
Centre  to  accommodate  nine  general  medical  practitioners  on  land  adjacent 
to  the  Health  Department  in  Spring  Terrace,  North  Shields. 

Environmental  Health 

On  the  housing  front  the  clearance  programme  continued  as  planned 
and  four  areas,  comprising  346  dwellings,  were  represented  for  con¬ 
sideration  by  the  Council.  In  addition,  other  areas  represented  earlier 
were  confirmed  by  the  Department  without  modification.  With  regard 
to  house  improvement,  there  was  a  reasonable  response  from  local 
residents  in  the  form  of  applications  for  improvement  grants,  and  176 
such  schemes  were  completed  during  the  year. 

The  mild  winter  of  1970/71,  to  which  reference  has  already  been 
made,  allowed  adequate  stock-piling  of  solid  smokeless  fuels,  and  in 
August,  1971,  the  No.  1 1  Smoke  Control  Order  (Kennersdene  and  Milldene 
Estates),  postponed  last  year  because  of  smokeless  fuel  shortages,  came 
into  operation  and  added  another  982  dwellings  to  the  smoke-free  areas 
already  existing.

CHIROPODY  SERVICE 

The  Chiropodist  is  authorised  to  devote  2|  days  per  week  to  her 
work. 

During  1971,  95  clinic  sessions  were  held,  involving  a  total  of  1,551 
attendances,  1,468  by  the  elderly,  79  by  physically  handicapped  persons 
and  4  by  expectant  mothers. 

Transport  was  provided  for  56  domiciliary  sessions  involving  333 
home  visits,  283  to  the  elderly  and  50  to  the  physically  handicapped. 

A  charge  of  2Jp  per  treatment  is  levied  on  elderly  persons  and  12Jp 
on  expectant  mothers,  but  no  charge  is  made  to  physically  handicapped 
persons.  No  extra  charge  is  made  for  domiciliary  visits. 


CHILD  GUIDANCE 

Details  of  this  service  are  set  out  in  the  annual  report  of  the  Principal 
School  Medical  Officer. 
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CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRES 

Sessions  are  held  at  the  Central  Clinic  at  the  Health  Department; 
St.  Aidan’s  Church  Hall,  New  York;  Meadow  Well  School;  John  Street 
School,  Cullercoats;  Marden  Estate  Tenants’  Community  Welfare 
Centre  and  Holy  Saviours  Church  Hall,  Tynemouth. 

During  1971,  a  total  of  503  sessions  were  held,  attended  by  4,039 
children  under  5  years  of  age. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

As  in  previous  years,  material  supplied  by  the  Central  Council  for 
Health  Education  has  been  exhibited  and  regular  use  is  made  of  cinemato¬ 
graph  and  film  strip  projections. 

Talks  to  pupils  of  schools  within  the  Borough  were  given  on  261 
occasions  during  the  year.  Talks  were  also  given  by  the  health  visitors 
in  clinics  and  to  outside  organisations  such  as  Women’s  Institutes,  Over 
60  Clubs,  W.R.V.S.,  Red  Cross  Cadets,  Girls’  Brigade,  Brownies,  etc. 

Special  study  days  for  the  nursing  staff  were  again  arranged,  and 
talks  given  on  subjects  such  as  drugs,  home  safety,  mental  health,  care 
of  the  elderly,  and  social  security  benefits.  These  study  days  involved 
practical  visits  to  St.  George’s  Hospital,  Northgate  Hospital,  Preston 
Hospital  and  Walkergate  Hospital.

INCIDENCE  OF  CONGENITAL  MALFORMATIONS 

The  Ministry  of  Health’s  scheme  to  provide  the  Registrar  General 
with  statistical  data  relating  to  the  incidence  of  congenital  malformations 
continues  to  function  without  any  difficulty. 

During  the  year  the  Registrar  General  was  notified  of  the  occurrence 
of  congenital  malformations  in  7  instances  relating  to  residents  of  the 
County  Borough  of  Tynemouth.  There  were  11  instances  of  children 
born  in  local  hospitals,  but  whose  parents  were  not  resident  in  the  area.

REPORT  BY  N.  A.  EDDY,  CHIEF  DENTAL  OFFICER,  ON 
THE  DENTAL  TREATMENT  PROVIDED  FOR  EXPECTANT 
AND  NURSING  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN 

DURING  THE  YEAR  1971 

During  the  year  11  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  were  examined 
and  received  treatment  at  the  Health  Department.  It  was  encouraging 
to  see  that  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  teeth  filled  and  a 
decrease  in  the  number  requiring  extraction. 

118  pre-school  children  were  examined  at  the  Dental  Clinic  and  71 
were  found  to  require  treatment.  Inspections  were  also  carried  out  at  the 
two  Nursery  Schools  in  the  Borough.  216  children  were  examined  and  85 
required  treatment.  Taking  these  figures  with  those  of  the  previous  year 
it  can  be  seen  that  a  higher  proportion  of  children  examined  at  the  Clinic 
are  found  to  need  treatment  compared  with  those  seen  at  School.  This 
may  be  due  in  part  to  the  fact  that  the  lighting  and  position  of  the  child 
being  examined  in  the  surgery  make  it  easier  to  come  to  an  accurate 
diagnosis. 

The  total  number  of  visits  made  for  treatment  show  a  drop  from 
269  in  1970  to  154  in  1971.  However  the  total  amount  of  treatment 
carried  out  for  these  patients  is  only  slightly  lower  than  last  year  and 
indicates  that  each  patient  required  more  treatment  to  render  them 
dentally  fit. 

Where  general  anaesthesia  was  required  for  the  extraction  of  decayed 
teeth  this  was  administered  by  Dr.  J.  R.  Steadman,  50  anaesthetics  being 
given  during  the  year. 

Co-operation  with  the  Medical  Staff  in  referring  patients  continued 
as  before  and  resulted  in  a  number  of  patients  receiving  dental  attention 
who  would  otherwise  have  been  neglected. 
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WELFARE  FOODS 

A  variety  of  proprietary  brands  of  dried  milk  and  other  foods  is  sold 
during  the  maternal  and  child  welfare  sessions,  the  cost  being  recovered 
in  full,  plus  a  10%  handling  charge.

The  Welfare  Food  Order,  1971  came  into  operation  at  the  beginning 
of  April.  Under  this  Order,  cheap  welfare  milk  was  withdrawn,  but 
the  entitlement  to  free  welfare  milk  was  extended.  Provision  was  also 
made  for  the  withdrawal  of  cod  liver  oil  in  April  1971,  and  for  the  with¬ 
drawal  of  orange  juice  at  the  end  of  December  1971.  Alternative  sources 
of  vitamins  A,  D  and  C  were  introduced  in  the  form  of  tablets  for  expec¬ 
tant  and  nursing  mothers  and  drops  for  young  children. 

MIDWIFERY 


ANTE-NATAL  AND  POST-NATAL  CLINICS 


GENERAL  MEDICAL  PRACTITIONERS 

Since  its  inception  in  1965,  the  scheme  for  the  provision  of  ante-  and 
post-natal  examination  facilities,  for  the  use  of  general  practitioners,  has 
continued.  In  addition  to  the  use  of  premises,  the  services  of  a  Health 
Visitor  and  Midwife  are  also  available. 

During  1971,  203  clinics  were  held,  involving  a  total  of  1,990 
attendances.

MATERNITY  OUTFITS 

Sterilised  maternity  packs  were  issued  free  of  charge  for  home 
confinements. 

MATERNITY  CASES  ATTENDED 

The  work  of  the  domiciliary  midwives  shows  yet  another  decrease 
in  the  number  of  cases  attended  at  home,  8  in  1971  as  against  12  in  1970. 

District  midwives  attended  1,033  cases  which  were  early  hospital 
discharges  during  1971.  Total  visits  amounted  to  6,060  comprising  694 
ante-natal  visits  and  5,366  post-natal  visits. 
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RELAXATION  AND  MOTHERCRAFT  CLASSES 

Expectant  mothers  have  attended  relaxation  and  mothercraft  classes 
with  enthusiasm,  and  maximum  attendances  have  been  obtained  through¬ 
out  the  year. 

During  the  year  143  expectant  mothers  attended  89  classes  involving 
841  attendances. 

CHILD  CARE  CLASSES 

Pupils  from  local  schools  attend  these  classes  in  order  to  obtain 
the  certificate  in  Child  Care,  sponsored  by  the  National  Association  for 
Maternal  and  Child  Welfare.  During  the  year  41  girls  sat  the  examination 
and  41  passed. 

Observation  visits  by  the  girls  to  Infant  Welfare  Sessions  are  a 
feature  of  the  tuition  syllabus. 

NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS 

A  total  of  1,610  births  including  non-residents  was  notified  during 
the  year  (1,584  live  and  26  stillbirths). 

HEALTH  VISITING 

During  the  year  Health  Visitors  visited  4,513  children  born  in  the 
years  1966/1971,  and  738  aged  persons. 

42  mentally  disordered  persons  were  also  visited. 

Screening  in  the  detection  of  deafness  in  children 

The  health  visitors  continued  to  carry  out  routine  hearing  tests  on 
children  at  the  age  of  nine  months,  children  at  risk,  and  those  referred 
especially  by  family  doctors  for  particular  reasons,  e.g.,  child  not  talking, 
speech  defect,  etc. 

High  frequency  rattles,  suitably  calibrated,  are  used.  They  are 
supplied  by  the  Department  of  Audiology  and  Education  of  the  Deaf, 
Manchester  University. 

The  arrangement  made  with  Northumberland  County  Council  still 
continues,  whereby  the  services  of  members  of  their  staff — peripatetic 
teachers  of  the  deaf — are  made  available  to  Tynemouth  on  a  sessional 
basis,  for  the  testing  of  both  school  and  pre-school  children. 

The  children  are  tested  in  the  School  Health  Service  section  of  the 
Health  Department  premises,  or  can  be  seen  at  school  or  in  their  own 
homes.  During  the  year  835  pre-school  children  were  tested,  797  of  the 
children  had  satisfactory  tests,  35  were  re-tested,  and  3  were  referred  to 
a  specialist  for  further  investigation. 

Attachment  of  Health  Visitors,  District  Nurses  and  Midwives 
to  General  Medical  Practices 

The  attachment  scheme  of  local  authority  nursing  staff  to  general 
medical  practitioners  which  was  introduced  on  the  1st  November,  1970, 
proceeded  without  difficulty  throughout  1971.  As  the  year  drew  to  its 
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close  it  was  evident  that  deployment  of  nursing  resources  in  this  way 
creates  a  sense  of  team  spirit  which  enhances  job  satisfaction  and  brings 
the  service  itself  into  closer  contact  with  those  members  of  the  public 
who  really  need  it  most. 

There  are  still  certain  minor  difficulties  which  are  obviously  not 
insuperable  and  they  will  be  overcome. 

In  1972  we  shall  continue  to  aim  for  a  more  personal  and  caring 
service  to  our  patients  taking  this  as  a  first  step  towards  integration. 


HOME  NURSING 

The  number  of  persons  who  came  under  the  care  of  the  home  nursing 
staff  during  the  course  of  the  year  was  1,203,  this  figure  included  558 
persons  over  65  at  the  time  of  the  first  visit,  and  12  under  the  age  of  5.

Stage  II,  were 
finalised  and  work  commenced  during  October,  1971.  Included  in  this 
Stage  of  the  plans  is  a  purpose-designed  In-Service  Training  School  and 
extra  Garage  space;  it  is  expected  to  be  finished  in  September  1972.

Rehousing 

As  in  previous  years  the  number  of  applications  for  rehousing  on 
medical  grounds  was  considerably  greater  than  the  number  of  houses 
available  for  this  purpose. 

During  1971,  197  new  recommendations  were  received  by  the  Health 
Department.  The  sources  of  these  recommendations  were  as  follows: —

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The  Housing  Panel  met  on  two  occasions  to  consider  both  these 
recommendations  and  those  investitaged  by  the  Department  of  Social 
Services. 

The  number  of  families  rehoused  in  1971  under  the  scheme  for 
Special  Medical  Cases  was  30.  There  were  23  families  who  had  applied 
to  be  rehoused  under  this  scheme  who  were  rehoused  in  other  ways  -  as 
a  result  of  Slum  Clearance  and  Revitalisation  Programmes  or  by 
exchanges. 

There  were  4  deaths  of  persons  who  were  on  the  list  for  rehousing 
and  4  applications  were  withdrawn. 
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After-care 

The  voluntary  County  Borough  of  Tynemouth  Tuberculosis  After¬ 
care  Committee  continued  to  carry  out  very  good  work  during  the  year, 
and  extra  nourishment  continued  to  be  granted  to  necessitous  cases  in 
the  form  of  milk,  eggs,  provisions,  etc. 

Advice  and  assistance  was  also  given  in  many  cases  of  domestic, 
social  and  rehabilitation  problems. 


THE  HOME  HELP  SERVICE 

With  effect  from  the  1st  January,  1971,  under  the  provisions  made 
by  the  Local  Authority  Social  Services  Act,  1970,  the  administration  of 
the  Home  Help  Service  was  transferred  from  the  Health  Committee 
to  the  Social  Services  Committee. 


CERVICAL  CYTOLOGY  SCREENING 

During  1971,  636  women  attended  for  screening,  which  was  carried 
out  by  the  Maternal  and  Child  Welfare  Medical  Officer.  Four  of  this 
number  produced  a  positive  result. 


MENTAL  HEALTH 

As  from  the  1st  January,  1971,  and  the  1st  April,  1971,  respectively, 
under  the  provisions  made  by  the  Local  Authority  Social  Services  Act, 
1970  and  the  Education  (Handicapped  Children)  Act,  1970,  the  adminis¬ 
tration  of  the  Mental  Health  Service  was  transferred  to  the  Social  Services 
Committee  and  the  Junior  Training  Centre  to  the  Education  Committee.

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WATER 


General  Domestic  Supply 

The  water  supply  for  domestic  and  general  use  in  the  County  Borough 
of  Tynemouth,  is  provided  by  the  water  undertaking  of  the  Local 
Authority,  which  is  also  responsible  for  supplying  water  to  several  other 
areas  in  South  East  Northumberland. 

The  water  is  derived  from  four  sources,  namely,  an  upland  surface 
catchment  area  (Fontburn),  springs  in  the  same  district,  an  appreciable 
quantity  from  the  system  of  the  Coquet  Water  Board,  and  water  extracted 
from  the  River  Wansbeck  in  the  vicinity  of  the  village  of  Mitford.  During 
the  year  under  review  the  proportions  from  each  of  these  supplies  may  be 
expressed  approximately  in  the  following  percentages,  Fontburn  35-2%; 
Springs  13*3%;  Wansbeck  9-3%;  Coquet  Water  Board  41*3%;  and 
Gubeon  and  Tranwell  0-9%. 

Distribution  throughout  the  Borough  is  achieved  through  four 
covered  service  reservoirs. 

Careful  consideration  has  been  given  by  the  Council  to  the  advisability 
of  the  introduction  of  fluoridation  of  the  supply  but  no  firm  decision  has 
yet  been  reached  in  this  respect.

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FLUORIDATION 

Although  further  consideration  has  been  given  by  the  Council  to 
the  cases  advanced  for  and  against  the  fluoridation  of  domestic  water 
supplies,  no  positive  action  has  yet  been  taken  in  respect  of  the  County 
Borough  of  Tynemouth. 

Perhaps  it  is  felt  that  there  has  been  undue  emphasis  placed,  both 
with  regard  to  the  benefits  which  would  accrue  from  the  adoption  of 
such  a  measure  on  the  one  hand  and  the  detrimental  results  which  would 
inevitably  follow  from  it  on  the  other.  No  doubt,  there  is  some  merit  in 
awaiting  a  nearer  approach  to  universal  acceptance  of  the  measure, 
however  desirable  its  immediate  introduction  appears  to  be. 

The  natural  fluoride  content  of  the  water  supply  is  of  the  order  of 
0-05  parts  per  million. 


SWIMMING  BATHS 

There  is  a  large  open-air  swimming  pool  at  the  southern  end  of 
Tynemouth  Long  Sands  and  a  smaller  fresh-water  pool  at  Hawkey’s 
Lane,  North  Shields.  A  large  indoor  pool  was  opened  this  year  at  Preston. 
There  are  also  two  indoor  learner  pools,  one  at  Chirton  and  the  other  in 
Collingwood  School. 

The  Long  Sands  pool  is  filled  with  sea-water  and  the  other  pools 
take  their  supplies  from  the  Tynemouth  Corporation  water  undertaking. 
The  open-air  pools  are  opened  for  the  summer  season  only.  The  indoor 
pools  are  heated  and  swimming  instruction  is  available  throughout  the 
year.  Continuous  filtration  and  chlorination  are  used  at  all  pools  and  the 
amount  of  free  chlorine  in  the  water  is  estimated  daily.  Regular  Samples 
are  taken  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination  and  there  is 
continuous  supervision  to  ensure  efficient  chlorination. 


SEWAGE 

The  Tyneside  Joint  Sewerage  Board,  constituted  in  1965,  has  for¬ 
mulated  a  scheme  to  reduce  the  pollution  of  the  River  Tyne.  This  ultimately 
will  put  an  end  to  the  practice  of  discharging  crude  sewage  by  direct 
outfalls  to  the  River  Tyne  and  its  adjoining  seaboard. 

Preparations  are  in  hand  for  the  construction  of  a  main  sewer  through 
the  Borough  in  a  south  westerly  direction  from  Cullercoats  to  Howdon, 
picking  up  all  domestic  and  industrial  sewage. 

At  Howdon,  a  partial  treatment  works  yet  to  be  built  is  planned  to 
be  in  operation  by  1974  to  receive  untreated  sewage,  not  only  from  the 
Borough  of  Tynemouth,  but  also  from  most  of  the  densely  populated 
areas  on  both  north  and  south  banks  of  the  Tyne. 

The  partial  treatment  will  consist  of  crude  screening  and  sedimenta¬ 
tion,  after  which  the  sewage  will  be  discharged  direct  to  the  river  at 
that  point  and  the  deposited  sludge  will  be  taken  out  to  sea  and  dumped. 
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PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTION  OF  THE  BOROUGH 


To  The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the 

County  Borough  of  Tynemouth. 

This  section  of  the  Annual  Report  is  a  review  of  the  work  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  in  the  Borough  during  1971. 

The  reorganised  system  of  administration,  in  which  the  inspectors 
abandoned  the  division  of  duties  on  a  district  basis  early  in  1970  and 
took  on  specialist  functions  and  responsibilities,  was  refined  by  diverting 
one  of  the  two  public  health  inspectors  dealing  with  food  hygiene  and  food 
premises  to  undertake  full  responsibility  for  the  technical  aspects  of 
clean  air  work.  This  proved  to  have  been  a  wise  move,  in  view  of  the 
acceleration  of  the  Council’s  domestic  smoke  control  programme. 

1971  was  a  particularly  busy  year  in  the  housing  field.  A  determined 
effort  was  made  to  inject  some  accelerated  pace  into  the  representation 
of  unfit  houses.  Later  came  news  of  the  increased  improvement  grants. 
The  initial  response  was  almost  overwhelming,  but  we  were  able  to  deal 
with  all  enquiries  at  a  reasonable  rate  by  temporarily  using  two  public 
health  inspectors  who  otherwise  would  have  been  dealing  with  offices, 
shops  and  factories  or  general  public  health  work.  Our  efforts  were 
appreciated  locally  by  both  householders  and  builders  when  it  became 
clear  that  applicants  in  neighbouring  authorities  were  experiencing  much 
longer  delays. 

As  a  result  of  the  massive  publicity  given  to  European  Conservation 
Year  there  was  a  much  heightened  public  awareness  of  the  environment 
and  pollution  problems.  Members  of  staff  were  invited  to  give  talks  to 
the  public  and  a  welcome  new  departure  was  the  invitation  from  schools 
in  the  area  to  talk  to  classes  who  were  studying  conservation  of  the 
environment  as  part  of  new  courses  which  had  been  introduced  into 
both  C.S.E.  and  G.C.E.  level  subjects.  We  were  delighted  to  visit  both 
Linskill  and  Marden  High  Schools  during  the  course  of  the  year  to  give 
illustrated  lectures  on  air  pollution,  general  pollution  and  food  hygiene. 

Another  subject  which  grew  in  interest  at  this  time  was  consumer 
protection.  A  surprising  feature  of  this  was  that  many  agencies  professing 
public  interest  in  this  field  seemed  to  realise  for  the  first  time  that  the 
modern  public  health  inspector  and  his  predecessors  had  been  protecting 
consumers  for  more  than  a  century,  particularly  from  adulteration  and 
the  sale  of  unfit  food.  If  an  inspector  sees  to  it  that  repairs  are  properly 
carried  out,  that  is  consumer  protection.  If  a  notice  is  served  to  abate  a 
nuisance,  that  is  consumer  protection.  Building  inspectors,  fire  officers, 
the  police  and  a  whole  host  of  other  agencies  are  all  engaged  to  some 
extent  in  consumer  protection,  which  is  by  no  means  limited  to  ensuring 
that  the  contents  of  a  tin  comply  with  its  label.  The  prevention  and 
detection  of  unfair  trading  practices  is  valuable  work  but  no  less  important 
is  the  continual  vigilance  exercised  to  ensure  that  the  food  we  eat  will 
not  harm  us  and  public  health  inspectors  may  modestly  take  some  credit 
for  their  endeavours  in  that  regard. 
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One  of  our  staff  changes  during  the  year  was  the  recruitment  lo  a 
new  appointment  of  a  technical  assistant,  Mr.  W.  Nicholson,  to  supervise 
the  quality  of  work  in  progress  on  improvement  grants,  and  he  has  fitted 
into  the  team  very  well.  Another  “first”  was  that  our  new  trainee  public 
health  inspector,  Mr.  D.  Tinkler,  was  sponsored  to  the  Honours  Degree 
Course  in  Environmental  Health  at  Aston  University.  Towards  the  end 
of  1971  we  said  farewell  on  retirement  to  Mr.  H.  Purdue,  our  smoke 
control  enumerator,  and  welcomed  his  successor,  Mr.  English,  who  has 
effectively  filled  the  gap. 

Everyone  in  the  section  worked  harmoniously  and  diligently 
throughout  a  difficult  year.

FACTORY  INSPECTION 

Factories  which  do  not  use  mechanical  power  lie  mainly  within  the 
province  of  the  public  health  inspector,  and  in  those  where  mechanical 
power  is  used  in  production  he  has  the  responsibility  of  enforcing  adequate 
and  properly  maintained  sanitary  accommodation.  Factory  canteens  also 
come  within  his  jurisdiction  as  food  premises,  but  not  under  Factories 
Act  legislation.  All  other  matters  appertaining  to  mechanically  powered 
factories  are  dealt  with  by  H.M.  Factory  Inspector,  with  whom  there  is 
a  close  working  relationship.

OUTWORKERS 

Of  the  72  outworkers  employed  by  a  local  factory,  49  resided  in  the 
Borough  and  were  visited.  Notifications  were  sent  to  the  4  local  authorities 
on  which  the  other  20  outworkers  lived.

DISINFESTATION  (insects) 

As  in  previous  years  we  received  many  requests  for  the  identification 
and  control  of  sundry  insect  pests.  That  hardy  and  troublesome  perennial, 
the  cockroach,  accounts  for  most  of  our  time  spent  in  this  field,  and  seems 
to  affect  mainly  council  houses.  It  has  been  found  that  many  complainants 
unintentionally  encourage  the  pest  by  allowing  food  scraps  to  accumulate 
in  unconsidered  corners.  The  problem  is  kept  well  in  hand  by  prompt 
response  to  each  complaint  and  by  follow-up  visits.

RODENT  CONTROL 

No  matter  how  intensive  the  campaign  against  rats  and  mice  there 
are  always  a  few  survivors  and  their  rapid  breeding  rate  calls  for  constant 
vigilance.  Improved  resources  have  enabled  us  to  answer  promptly 
requests  for  help  from  domestic  and  industrial  sources,  without  sewer 
baiting  and  other  routine  tasks  having  to  suffer.  The  rat  population  in 
the  sewers  continued  to  be  kept  low. 

We  have  found  the  anti-coagulant  chlorophacinone  very  effective; 
and  so  far  there  have  been  no  signs  of  resistance  developing.  The  bait 
is  palatable  and  the  results  painless,  so  the  animals  do  not  become  bait- 
shy.  A  skilled  operator  such  as  our  own  ensures  that  resistance  does  not 
develop  by  giving  fully  lethal  doses.  In  dealing  with  large  infestations  he 
must  obtain  an  estimate  of  the  numbers  by  laying  unpoisoned  baits  over 
a  period  and  carefully  observing  the  results.  In  this  way  he  discovers  how 
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much  poisoned  bait  is  needed  to  get  the  largest  possible  kill.  The  occur¬ 
rence  of  resistant  strains  reported  from  some  parts  of  the  country  was 
probably  due  to  haphazard  baiting  by  untrained  persons.  Attendance  at 
refresher  courses  by  the  appropriate  staff  keeps  them  up  to  date.

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HOUSING  -  IMPROVEMENT 

As  a  result  of  the  more  liberal  provisions  of  the  1969  Act  and  further 
encouraged  by  the  inducements  of  the  Housing  (Financial  Provisions) 
Act,  1971,  the  number  of  applications  for  discretionary  grants  showed  a 
steady  increase.  (Predictably,  there  was  a  falling-off  in  demand  for  standard 
grants,  which  provide  only  the  minimum  amenities  without  the  generous 
provisions  for  repairs  and  general  improvements  offered  by  the  revised 
discretionary  grant.)  The  build-up  was  progressive,  accelerating  rapidly 
in  the  last  quarter.  Two  inspectors  had  to  be  diverted  part-time  from 
specialist  duties  to  help  their  hard-pressed  colleague  in  charge  of 
improvement  work.  It  is  on  occasions  like  this  that  the  versatility  of  the 
well-trained  public  health  inspector  shows  its  value. 

The  later  addition  to  the  staff  of  a  suitably  qualified  technical 
assistant  did  much  to  ease  the  load,  if  only  by  reducing  the  back-log’s 
rate  of  increase.  In  the  coming  year  we  intend  to  stabilise  and  then  erode 
the  number  of  applications  outstanding,  thus  decreasing  progressively 
the  time  between  application  by  the  owner  and  first  visit  by  the  inspector. 
To  date  we  have  not  had  as  many  applications  as  we  expected  from 
landlords  of  the  older  type  of  tenanted  properties.  Most  have  come  from 
owners  and  owner/occupiers  of  more  modern  dwellings.  (Granting  of 
applications  is  restricted  to  properties  built  not  later  than  1945.)  It  is 
hoped  that  by  the  establishment  of  General  Improvement  Areas  more 
applications  will  be  attracted  from  owners  of  houses  of  the  older  type. 
Proposed  rent  reforms  may  also  offer  economic  inducements  to  improve 
tenanted  properties. 

Most  people  are  by  this  time  aware  of  the  availability  of  improve¬ 
ment  grants,  but  many  hesitate  to  take  advantage  of  them  because  of 
difficulty  in  raising  the  difference  between  the  grant  and  the  cost.  This 
may  be  overcome  in  the  near  future  by  the  offer  of  Council  loans. 


Housing  Acts,  1961  and  1969 

We  attempted  to  give  more  attention  to  houses  in  multiple  occupa¬ 
tion,  insofar  as  other  increasing  demands  in  the  housing  field  allowed. 
Some  owners,  on  being  confronted  with  the  requirements  of  the  1961 
and  1969  Housing  Acts,  were  thankful  to  take  advantage  of  improvement 
grants  to  create  self-contained  flats  even  if  it  meant  reducing  the  number 
of  possible  tenancies  and  some  loss  of  revenue.

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We  were  glad  to  be  able  to  make  a  vigorous  resumption  of  our 
clearance  programme  in  1971.  A  total  of  346  dwellings  were  represented 
in  the  New  York,  Cullercoats  and  Trinity  Street  areas.  By  continuing 
this  momentum  and  promoting  improvement  schemes  to  run  in  parallel, 
it  is  our  hope  to  rid  the  Borough  of  sub-standard  dwellings  in  little 
more  than  a  decade. 


Qualification  Certificates 

Qualification  certificates,  awarded  on  application  to  owners  of 
controlled  dwellings  which  have  all  the  standard  amenities  and  are  in  a 
good  state  of  repair,  occupied  more  of  our  attention  this  year.  Most 
applications  related  to  dwellings  with  full  amenities  but  needing  minor 
repairs  and  were  dealt  with  speedily.  With  the  inevitable  exceptions, 
there  seems  to  be  general  satisfaction  with  the  scheme.  The  tenant  is 
reassured  in  the  knowledge  that  the  fair  rent  can  be  reviewed  from  time 
to  time  and  adjusted  relative  to  the  condition  of  the  house;  while  the 
landlord  is  relieved  to  get  a  rent  which  allows  the  house  to  be  reasonably 
well  maintained.  If  a  house  lacks  one  or  more  of  the  standard  amenities 
the  applicant  follows  a  different  procedure  and  may  use  an  improvement 
grant  to  bring  the  house  to  qualifying  standard.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


Food  Hygiene 

The  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  1970  deal  with  the  con¬ 
ditions  under  which  foodstuffs  are  required  to  be  kept  before  sale  to  the 
consumer. 

Routine  inspections  of  food  premises  resulted  in  109  traders  receiving 
written  warnings  that  their  premises  or  methods  of  food  handling  con¬ 
travened  the  Regulations  in  various  ways.  In  many  cases  there  seemed  to 
be  total  failure  to  appreciate  what  food  hygiene  is  all  about.  It  is  basically 
the  protection  of  food  from  contamination  by  organisms  causing  spoilage 
of  the  food  or  illness  in  the  consumer.  Finger-licking,  smoking,  misuse 
of  refrigeration,  unhygienic  storage,  cracked  restaurant  crockery,  unclean 
clothing,  carelessly  swilled  glasses  and  exposure  of  food  to  gross  con¬ 
tamination  are  still  with  us.  Too  often  in  the  “back  shop”  or  restaurant 
kitchen  is  food  prepared  on  unclean  surfaces  and  kept  uncovered  in  a 
warm  and  steamy  atmosphere.  The  raising  of  food  hygiene  standards 
must  be  one  of  our  major  targets  in  the  near  future.

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COMPLAINTS 

Food  complaints  from  the  public  showed  an  increase  of  about  20 
per  cent,  most  of  it  accounted  for  by  bakery  and  meat  products  with 
mould  and  other  indications  of  faulty  storage  or  stock  rotation.  It  does 
not  necessarily  mean  that  food  standards  have  deteriorated,  but  rather 
that  the  public  are,  rightly,  more  critical  and  more  inclined  to  approach 
the  Health  Inspector  when  they  have  suspicions  about  the  fitness  or 
quality  of  an  article  of  food.  Prosecutions  were  brought  successfully  in 
six  cases  and  there  would  have  been  many  more  if  the  complainants  had 
been  willing  to  give  evidence  in  court.  Various  foreign  bodies,  ranging 
from  insects  to  aspirin  tablets,  continued  to  make  their  apperaance.

Mouldy  bread  (two  cases)

Most  people,  having  made  their  complaint,  do  not  want  it  pursued 
to  the  point  of  prosecution,  so  after  making  the  customary  examination 
of  premises  and  stock  the  inspector  can  only  recommend  sending  a 
warning  letter  unless  he  finds  unfit  food  being  offered  for  sale  on  the 
premises.  Prosecution  for  its  own  sake  is  not  the  policy  of  the  Council, 
but  usually  it  reduces  the  chances  of  a  similar  offence  occurring.  For  this 
reason  it  is  a  pity  that  more  people  cannot  bring  themselves  to  give 
evidence  in  court.  In  the  great  majority  of  cases  the  only  evidence  required 
is  proof  of  sale. 

MILK  SUPPLIES 

The  County  Borough  is  included  in  an  area  under  the  Milk  (Special 
Designations)  (Specified  Areas  No.  2)  Order  1953.  This  requires  that  all 
milk  retailed  in  the  Borough  shall  be  either  ‘Pasteurised’,  ‘Sterilised’  or 
‘Ultra  Heat  treated’  (which  is  bottled  at  the  plant  where  heat-treated) 
or  ‘Untreated’  (which  must  be  from  tuberculosis  free  herds  and  bottled 
on  registered  premises).  All  retailers  of  milk  are  licensed  for  a  period 
of  five  years  ending  31st  December,  1970. 

The  production  of  milk  at  one  farm  in  the  Borough  is  supervised  by 
Inspectors  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture. 

During  the  year  26  samples  of  milk  were  taken  and  submitted  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Newcastle  for  examination  to  determine 
whether  they  complied  with  the  standards  laid  down  in  the  Milk  (Special 
Designations)  Regulations  1963.

ICE-CREAM 

The  Tynemouth  Corporation  Act,  1934,  Section  151,  requires  that 
all  persons  manufacturing  or  selling  ice-cream  in  the  Borough  and  all 
premises  used  for  the  purpose  must  be  registered  with  the  Local  Authority. 
There  are  six  manufacturers  and  321  retailers  so  registered.  16  samples 
of  ice-cream  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
at  Newcastle  for  examination  and  grading. 

It  is  suggested  by  the  Ministry  that  over  any  six  month  period  50  % 
of  vendors’  samples  should  fall  into  Grade  1;  80%  into  Grades  1  or  2; 
and  not  more  than  20  %  into  Grade  3 ;  and  none  at  all  in  Grade  4.

No.  11  area,  comprising  116*3  acres  and  982  dwellings  was  brought 
into  operation  on  August  1st,  1971.  Since  the  programme  began  in  1966 
4,185  dwellings  have  been  made  smokeless. 

Grit  and  Dust 

The  new  regulations  relating  to  measurement  of  grit  and  dust 
emitted  from  furnaces  came  into  force  on  March  1st,  1971.  The  local 
authority  are  obliged  in  certain  cases  to  undertake  measurements  on 
request  and  provisions  have  been  made  against  this  contingency. 

Three  applications  for  approval  of  chimney  heights  were  received 
and  all  were  agreed. 
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On  the  7th  July,  1971,  Smoke  Control  Order  No.  12  was  made  by 
the  Council  and  confirmed  by  the  Minister  on  the  22nd  December,  1971. 
It  will  come  into  operation  on  the  1st  August,  1972. 

This  Order  covers  242-4  acres  and  1,318  dwellings. 

Prior  Approval  to  New  Boiler  Plant  and  Chimney  Heights 

Four  applications  for  approval  of  chimney  heights  were  received. 
All  were  approved. 

Smoke  Observations 

A  total  of  102  smoke  observations  were  conducted  during  the  year, 
and  34  visits  were  made  to  inspect  boiler  plant. 

Measurement  of  Atmospheric  Pollution 

Results  obtained  from  the  Recording  Apparatus  in  the  Public  Health 
Department  are  shown  in  Tables  I  and  II. 

During  each  period  of  24  hours,  about  70  cu.  ft.  of  air  from  outside 
the  building  is  drawn  by  means  of  a  small  electric  pump,  through  a  piece 
of  white  filter  paper,  and  then  through  a  bubbling  tube,  containing 
diluted  hydrogen  peroxide.  Smoke  particles  are  trapped  on  the  filter 
paper  and  form  a  stain,  which  varies  according  to  the  amount  of  tarry 
and  other  combustible  matter  in  the  smoke  suspended  in  the  atmosphere. 

The  weight  of  material  caught,  is  estimated  by  matching  the  stain 
with  a  scale  of  shades  which  has  been  previously  calibrated.  Sulphur 
Dioxide  in  the  air,  reacts  with  the  Hydrogen  Peroxide,  to  form  dilute 
Sulphuric  Acid,  and  the  amount  of  this  is  estimated  daily  by  titration  with 
standard  Alkali.  From  this  the  amount  of  Sulphur  Dioxide  is  calculated.

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

There  seems  to  be  a  residue  of  Victorian  thinking  that  office  workers 
are  somehow  privileged  to  be  so  employed  and  that  protests  about 
working  conditions  are  alien  to  their  status;  which  may  account  for 
over  150  employers  receiving  notifications  about  unsatisfactory  con¬ 
ditions  in  their  offices.  Principal  offences  lay  in  disrepairs  dangerous  to 
staff,  lack  of  first-aid  provisions,  poor  lighting,  ventilation  and  heating, 
and  unsatisfactory  personal  washing  and  sanitary  facilities. 

Conditions  in  many  shops  were  also  poor.  It  is  generally  found  that 
food  shops  comply  better  than  most  as  they  have  the  additional  obligation 
of  satisfying  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  which  to  some  extent  overlap 
Offices  and  Shops  legislation.  About  170  occupiers  of  shops  were  notified 
of  contraventions  similar  to  those  found  in  offices;  with  the  additional 
hazard  in  some  cases  of  dangerous  and  unguarded  machinery. 

Co-operation  by  employers  is  generally  good  but  there  are  a  few 
cases  where  it  has  had  to  be  made  clear  that  our  requirements  can,  if 
necessary,  be  statutorily  enforced. 

Nine  accidents  were  investigated  during  the  year.  Five  occurred  in 
public  houses  and  showed  some  variety 

(1)  A  cleaner  strained  her  back  lifting  a  full  bucket. 

(2)  A  cleaner  washing  the  floor  cut  her  hand  on  a  sliver  of  glass. 

(3)  A  waiter  fell  down  a  spiral  staircase  which  lacked  a  vertical 
handrail. 

(4)  An  employee  broke  his  big  toe  by  getting  it  wedged  under  a 
union  connecting  a  pipe  to  a  beer  cooler. 

(5)  A  cleaner  cut  her  hand  on  a  damaged  window. 
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Accidents  in  warehouses  are  to  be  expected  from  the  risks  involved 
in  stacking  and  moving  large  amounts  of  bulky  and  awkward  articles 
and  from  the  constant  use  of  trucks,  hoists  and  other  apparatus. 

{a)  A  man  suffered  eye  injuries  from  dust  and  grit  thrown  up  by  a 
fork  lift  truck.  This  kind  of  accident  highlights  the  importance 
of  keeping  warehouses  clean  and  tidy. 

{b)  Despite  the  availability  of  tower  loaders  and  fork-lifts  a  man 
climbed  on  to  a  fixture  to  reach  the  top  layer  of  stacked  goods, 
slipped,  and  fell  to  the  floor. 

(c)  A  man  had  a  finger  broken  in  trying  to  free  a  jammed  packing 
case. 

There  was  one  gardening  accident  when  an  employee  cutting  grass 
outside  a  factory  had  his  foot  caught  in  a  rotary  mower. 

It  is  suspected  that  many  minor  accidents,  particularly  in  retail 
shops,  are  never  reported.
